Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Caravans 

Residential  caravans  do  not  present  much  of  a  problem  at 
the  moment.  There  are  only  3  licensed  sites  for  single  caravans. 
In  addition  there  are  a  few  individually  sited  vans  within  the  curtilage 
of  dwellings  used  by  the  occupiers  as  permitted  under  the  Act.  There 
are  also  2  exempt  sites  used  by  the  Caravan  Club  and  the  Camping 
Club  but  these  appear  to  be  little  frequented.  There  are  3  licensed 
sites — one  at  Seckington,  Winkleigh,  one  at  Smytham,  Little  Tor- 
rington  and  one  at  High  Bickington.  In  addition  six  individual 
caravans  are  licensed.  In  the  case  of  the  Winkleigh  site  there  has 
been  some  illicit  use  for  residential  purposes  in  breach  of  the  site 
licence  and  planning  consent. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operates  a  fortnightly  refuse  collection  covering 
most  of  the  area  except  for  a  few  isolated  farms  and  cottages.  The 
vehicle  used  is  a  diesel-operated  Karrier  Gamecock  manned  by  two 
collector-drivers.  This  is  to  be  replaced  with  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
fore  and  aft  tipper  in  1968.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  three  tips 
at  the  moment  at  Winkleigh,  Shebbear  and  Roborough.  The  vehicle 
also  collects  the  refuse  from  litter  bins  in  the  villages  and  on  road¬ 
side  lay-byes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  villages  of  Winkleigh,  Shebbear,  Sheepwash,  Taddiport, 
St.  Giles-in-the-Wood,  Kingscott,  Roborough,  Petrockstowe, 
Merton,  Yarnscombe,  Stibb  Cross,  Little  Torrington,  Ashreigney 
and  Hollacombe  are  now  equipped  with  modern  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  systems.  Work  is  approaching  completion  at  Weare 
Giffard.  Detailed  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
Dolton.  Other  villages  requiring  schemes  to  complete  the  Council’s 
programme  are  High  Bickington,  Langtree,  Beaford,  Riddlecombe 
and  Frithelstock. 

These  villages  have  primitive  sewage  systems  which  are  very 
unsatisfactory  and  give  rise  to  frequent  nuisances.  Nuisance  is  also 
frequently  caused  by  individual  unsatisfactory  septic  tank  effluent 
disposal  and  crude  discharges.  The  progress  of  modernisation  is 
much  too  slow  for  this  atomic  age,  and  a  greater  priority  ought  to 
be  given  to  such  vital  matters. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  area  is  very  well  served  by  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board  via  a  network  of  mains  and  all  villages  and  hamlets  are 
supplied.  Only  remote  dwellings  now  rely  on  shallow  wells  for  a 
supply.

211  plans  were  submitted  during  the  year,  173  were  approved, 
and  38  disapproved.  There  were  also  82  plans  submitted  in 
addition  for  Building  Regulation  approval  only. 

All  plans  were  considered  by  the  Council’s  Planning  Committee 
before  submission  to  the  Divisional  Planning  Committee  of  the 
Devon  County  Council. 

I  attended  most  of  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Divisional 
Planning  Committee. 


BOARDING  KENNELS 

4  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  and  12  visits  were 
made  to  them  during  the  year.  Conditions  were  found  to  be
